THE RIVER DANGEROUS. 

No one is crossing the river with teams 
at present; although the ice is thick yet, it 
is in places very rotten. The river also 
having risen there is a channel at each edge. 
It is quite safe to walk across, but vour feet 
might get wet getting on and off the ice. 
This is early fora break up, but not the 
earliest on record. Through the records 
kept by the meteorological officer, A. 
Taylor, we find that in 1885 the river was 
clear of ice at Fort Saskatchewan and 
Clover Bar on the ist April,and cleared here 
from a jam onthe 7th of April. Another 
early spring, although the ice did not clear 
so early, was in 1891. Wheat in that year 
was sown at Clover Bar on the 6th April, 
and was coming up onthe 15th.  Follow- 
ing are the dates of the ice breaking, and 
some of the peculiar ways it left the river 
since 1881. In the spring of that year, the 
ice ran out April 18th. In the year 1882. 
During ‘March considerable rain fell, with 
thunder and lightning. The sleighing was 
all gone on the 2nd April, but it was not 
until the 22nd that the ice left the river. 
The spring of 1883 was considered early. 
Wheat was sown in many places on the 7th 
April. The ice broke up on the 11th and 
left the river on the 19th. in 1884 the 
river cleared in an unusual way. The ice left 
the centre clearing the channel right down 
the river and it was not until April 20th 
before it left the edges. Then came the 
early spring of 1885. Butterflies were 
around on the 5th of April. The river in 
many places cleared before that date, and 
all the ice gone on the 12th April. In 1887, 
on the 23rd, and in 1888, on the 24th of 
April. In 1889 the water was so low the 
ice could not run out, and stayed in the 
river until it melted. The first boats cross- 
ed that yearonthe Ilth April. In 1890 
the ice ran out on April 28th. On April 
5th, 1891, teams had to stop crossing on the 
ice, but it was the 17th before the ice ran 
out. In 1892 the ice ran out on the 2]st; 
in 1893 on the 24th, and in 1894 on the 15th 
April. Present indications are that the 
river will clear this year about the 12th 
instant.

HOME RULERS AT CALGARY. 


A meeting of the committee on provincial 
autonomy was held in Calgary last week. 
The chairman said a finance committee was 
certainly needed, for no advancement could 
be made without funds, and he called for 
suggestions. 

Mr. Reilly thought the committee should 
wait on the city council and urge upon them 
the necessity of providing funds. 

Major Walker said he had been north for 
a week and everywhere he found all the 


people very favorably disposed to provincial | territory erected into a province. There are 


autonomy and wanting mere information on 
the subject. He thought the M. L. A’s of 
Alberta should be asked for contributions 


to the fund. 

James Bannerman thought it would be 
useless to ask the M. L. A’s for money, as 
most of them were opposed to the scheme, 
and he thought the first thing was to get 
Alberta united on the scheme. He said it 
was not likely that parliament at its last 
session would deal with the matter. He 
hoped that the constituency would be divid- 
ed, and that we woula have three members 
to urge the matter, and he hoped that some 
of them, at least, would be able to lay the 
case intelligently before the house. 

Mr. Janes moved that a committee of five 
be named to prepare a letter for circulation 
in all parts of Alberta with the view of 
carrying out the object that was contem- 
plated in the organization of this committee. 

Mr. McCarter seconded the motion, and 
said that all we cou!d hope todo would be 
to get parliament to submit the question 
for the voice of the people at the next gener- 
al election. 

Mr. Sifton moved the following resolution 
which was seconded and after a great deal 
of discussion carried. 

That this committee authorize the secre- 
tary to correspond with electors in each 
polling sub-division in the proposed province 
of Alberta, requesting the election of a dele- 
gate therefrom to meet in Calgary on the 
l5th day of May next, to take into consider- 
ation the formation of a province, and take 
such steps as said meeting consider advis- 
able towards preparing such legislation as 
may be suitable, and securing passage of 
same, and also to suggest to the govern- 
ment a proper division of Alberta in regard 
to representation in the Dominion house. 


The Ottawa correspondent of the Toronto 
Mail and Empire says: Representations 
have, it is sallestwod, been received from 
persons in Alberta urging upon the govern- 
ment the propriety of conferring provincial 
autonomy upon the district. They are the 
result of a meeting recently held in Calgary, 
which was attended by settlers from the 
surrounding district. As the most westerly 
of the Territories Alberta extends to the 
tockies and is very progressive. Its area 
is greater than that of any of the older 
provinces except Ontario, Quebec and 
British Columbia, covering, as it does, 106,- 
1) square miles of land and water. The 
advocates of provincial autonomy claim that 
Alberta has a population ef 40,000, though 
the census places it much below that figure, 
but it was taken four yearsago. As to the 
financial part of the scheme, the Albertans 
are confident that it will prove immensely 
to their advantage. At present, according 
to their estimate, only $30,000 a year is 
spent in the territory, whereas it is figured 
that as a province they would have a claim 
upon the Federal treasury approaching 
nearly halfa million dollars. Home rule 
for Alberta is being made a political cry, 
which in Alberta is quite popular. From 
information received here it seems that 
Premier Haultain’s attitude is unfavor- 
ble to the movement at present, for he is of 
the opinion that this is not the time when 
any portion of the Territories should desire 
to assume the burden of provincial govern- 
ment. In the eastern part of Canada the 
mistake of having too much government 
has been inherited, and the question to be 
considered shortly is whether Alberta's 
claim is not one which, if acted upon, would 
mean a similar blunder in the west. The 
demand made is that the matter be acted 
upon at this session of parliament, but that 
appears to be one that can hardly be acced- 


ed to.

St. Petersburg, April 2.—A_ telegram 
received here from a Chinese source says 
that the bad weather, the sickness among 
the Japanese troops and the overflow of the 
rivers have rendered a continuance of the 
war extremely difficult. It is added that 
this produced a favorable effect upon the 
peace negotiations, but the hope of a speedy 
conclusion of peace are weakened by the 
Japanese demand for the cession of a portion 
of Manchuria, a war indemnity of 700,000 
yen, and pending full payment of this in- 
demnity, that Pekin be occupied by the 
Japanese troops.

ELECTION ADDRESS. 
To the electors of Alberta. 

GENTLEMEN.—As the nominee of the con- 
yention of Alberta liberals which was held 
recently at Calgary,and having been assured 
of a strong snpport by the patrons of indus- 
try in Northern Alberta, as well as at the 
solicitation of a large number of independ- 
ent conservatiyes inthis part of the country, 
1 have the honor to offer myself as a candi- 
date for the representation of Alberta in 
the Commons at the approaching general 
election. The stand which I take with the 
full knowledge and censent of those who 
have tendered me their support is that of an 
independent as to party, but not as to 
principle. On the main question at present 
at issue between the liberal and conserva- 
tive parties, Il understand that the organi- 
zations and individuals tendering me their 
support have done so with the wish and ex- 
pectation that I would and will so far as lies 
ijn my power support the policy of a tariff 
for revenue as against the policy of a tariff 
for protection, which is the declared policy 
of the present government; on the ground 
that the protective policy discriminates un- 
justiy against the western producer in favor 
of the eastern manufacturer. 

Although holding strongly with the 
liberal party and also the patron organiza- 
tion on this point, I have not bound myself 
to either of these because I believe that the 
first duty of the single representative of so 
great a country holding such great possibil- 
ities as this district of Alberta should be to 
use his every energy for the further develop- 
ment of this country and the realization of 
these possibilties; as he can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This constituency has had 
party representation during the past eight 
years,—has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
shouid be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system of party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so faras I knew, no other person 
was likely to come forward to advocate 
these or like views. 

In a region so vast and varied as Alberta 
it would be impossible for any man at any 
time to define all the points of policy that 
would affect each locality, therefore I do 
not attempt to do so here. I hope from 
time to time, however, in the course of the 
contest, to have the opportunity to discuss 
fully with the electors at most of the 
pricipal centres of population, all matters 
that may come up for discussion, in what- 
ever shape they may appear. That sucn a 
vast region, having such a large population 
and such important interests should be 
accorded only one representative is as plain 
a case of injustice as is required to show the 
glaring failure of party representation to 
secure the people in even their simplest 
rights. The matter of railway extension 
and railway rates particularly in the north 
and the question of irrigation in the south 
seem to be the great questions affecting the 
interests of the district with which parlia- 
ment will from time to time have to deal.
